In 2008, the Energy Efficient Manufactured Homes Incentive
Program was established under Section 48-52-870 of the
South Carolina Code of Laws. This incentive includes a $750
nonrefundable state income tax credit for eligible homebuyers.

Energy Efficient Manufactured Homes
Labeling Program

The Energy Efficient Manufactured Homes Labeling Program was created by the General
Assembly in 1992. Originally managed by the South Carolina Department of Labor, Licensing,
and Regulation, the Energy Office assumed the responsibility of managing the program in 1998.

Labeling Program

If the energy efficiency criteria is met, the manufacturer who

constructed the home may request labels from the Energy

home and place a notice in the window nearest the front door.

J The label serves as a resource for the potential home buyer,

This effort involved surveying 20
retail centers chosen at random across the state.
